U.S. GIVES SIOOM TO BOOST HAITI RECOVERY AFTER QUAKE; 
RAVAGED INFRASTRUCTURE POSES OBSTACLE TO OUTSIDE HELP

Roads full of hungry, homeless people. A ruined port and an over- 
whelmed airport. Hundreds of crumpled buildings and little heavy 
machinery Few working phones. 

Relief supplies and emergency experts started pouring into Haiti 
from around the world Thursday, but aid groups said the challenge 
of helping Haiti’s desperate quake survivors was enormous. 

“It’s chaos,” U.N. humanitarian spokeswoman Elisabeth Byrs 
told The Associated Press. “It’s a logistical nightmare.” 

Aid deliveries by ship were impossible to Port-au-Prince because the 
Haitian capital’s port was closed due to severe damage from Tuesday’s 
magnitude 7.0 earthquake. The city’s airport was open but damaged, 
laboring mightily to handle a flurry of incoming aid flights. 

Fearful of going near quake-damaged buildings, Haitians stood 
or rested on the roads, slowing the transport of food and other 
crucial aid. 

Severe damage to at least eight Port-au-Prince hospitals made 
it nearly impossible to treat the thousands of injured or prevent 
outbreaks of disease, said Paul Garwood, spokesman for the World 
Health Organization. 

Haiti, the poorest country in the Western Hemisphere, pres- 
ents unique logistical challenges for aid workers even in the best 
of times. It shares an island with the Dominican Republic, mean- 
ing aid must arrive by sea or air. Haitian streets are in poor con- 
dition under normal circumstances, and even if aid reaches the 
Dominican Republic, the road from there to Port-au-Prince is 
narrow and easily clogged. 

Almost everything has to be imported, even wood for building 
temporary shelters, because Haitians have denuded their hillsides 
by cutting trees for cooking fuel. 

“If you see Dominican Republic and Haiti from the air, it’s really 
striking,” Byrs said. “Half of the island is green and the rest is dust.” 

In addition, Haiti was already heavily damaged by a series of 
severe hurricanes, the most recent in 2008. 

President Obama announced Thursday the U.S. government 
was making an initial $100 million relief effort and promised an 
all-out rescue and humanitarian effort that included military and 
civilian emergency teams from across the U.S. 

“We have to be there for them in their hour of need,” Obama 
said. 

The aircraft carrier USS Carl Vinson was deployed to Haiti, and 
the amphibious assault ship USS Bataan had been ordered to sail 
as soon as possible with a 2,000-member Marine unit. 

Even as the United Nations stepped up its massive aid opera- 
tion, the world body was trying to determine how many of its own 
staff were killed in earthquake. 

“It’s very difficult to give an exact number,” said Byrs. “This is 
also a tragedy for the United Nations.” 


OTHER DEVELOPMENTS 

A senior White House adviser 
said Thursday that evangelist 
broadcaster Pat Robertson’s remark 
that Haiti has been “cursed” doesn’t 
express the spirit of the American 
people or the president. 

Valerie Jarrett said on ABC’s 
“Good Morning America” that 
Roberston’s statement left her 
speechless and called it “a pretty 
stunning comment to make.” 

Robertson said Wednesday that 
Haiti has been “cursed” because 
of what he called a “pact with the 
devil” in its history. His spokesman 
said the comments were based on 
Voodoo rituals carried out before 
a slave rebellion against French 
colonists in 1791. 

» U.S. officials say they’ve stopped 
all civilian flights from the United 
States to Haiti at the request of the 
Haitian government, because there 
is no room on the ground for more 
planes and not enough jet fuel for 
planes to go back. 

»Some senators are trying to 
encourage charitable donations 
for Haitian earthquake victims by 
proposing a temporary increase in 
tax benefits for relief contributions. 
The changes would be similar to 
those enacted after Hurricane 
Katrina hit the Gulf Coast in 2005. 

» President Obama has asked 
former Presidents George W. 

Bush and Bill Clinton to help 
with U.S. relief efforts in Haiti, an 
administration official says. The 
official spoke on the condition 
of anonymity because the 
announcement has not been made. 

» A State Department official 
confirmed the first death of an 
American in quake-stunned 
Haiti, saying that at least 164 U.S. 
citizens have been evacuated since 
Tuesday’s magnitude 7.0 temblor. 

»TV news divisions raced to get into 
Haiti to report on the devastation 
wrought by a powerful earthquake. 
The broadcast networks’ three top 
anchors-Katie Couric, Diane Sawyer 
and Brian Williams-all were dis- 
patched to the country. 

» Oprah Winfrey, Paris Hilton, Ben 
Stiller, Brad Pitt and Angelina Jolie 
are among the celebrities and artists 
urging support for survivors of the 
earthquake in Haiti. 

Doctors Without Borders 
announced Wednesday that Pitt and 
Jolie were contributing $1 million 
to the organization’s emergency 
medical operations responding to 
the earthquake.

Pierre Romeus’ heart is with Haiti, and not just 
because several of his relatives are still missing 
after this week’s earthquake. 

The Chicagoan wants to help his homeland, 
so he put out a call Thursday for people to bring 
canned goods to the South Side shopping cen- 
ter he runs. At the same time, he hadn’t yet fig- 
ured out how to get the stacks of food to the 
island. 

“I’ve shipped things before to Haiti. I think I 
know how to do it,” he said with a shrug. 

The disaster in Haiti has unleashed a wave of 
goodwill in Chicago— college students donat- 
ing via text message, fundraising drives at high 
schools and a contingent of nurses, some from 
Cook County, planning to personally transport 
bandages, gauze and medicine to Port-au-Prince 
on Saturday 

While one of the strengths of the response is 
that anyone with a Facebook page, fax machine or 
empty jar by the cash register can organize a relief 
effort, that also is one of the budding challenges. 

Authorities have warned that Haiti remains a 
“logistical disaster,” meaning that freelance phi- 
lanthropy might get only so far. And sometimes 
well-intended efforts like shipping canned food 
or water can actually complicate rescue and relief 
missions if groups do not work together, accord- 
ing to Katherina Rosqueta, executive director for 
global health at the University of Pennsylvania’s 
Center for High Impact Philanthropy 

“We don’t want to dampen those good inten- 
tions,” Rosqueta said. “But people need to make 
sure that they are staying informed and coordinat- 
ing with folks on the ground. ... A can of food and a 
shirt is not what is needed at this stage.” 

During the first week following a disaster, 
Rosqueta said the best way for most people to help 
is by donating money to organizations that already 
have operations in Haiti such as the Red Cross and 
Doctors Without Borders, Rosqueta said. 

“Money will give us the most flexibility,” 
agreed Joan Lundgren, senior director at the 
Chicago office of CARE, which is also raising 
funds. “We’ve been in Haiti for 50 years. We have 
permanent staff there and we are able to hit the 
ground running.”

Man freed after almost 
25 years behind bars

Freed Thursday after almost a quarter cen- 
tury behind bars, Michael Tillman said it 
“feels good,” but he also had a prediction for 
the Chicago police detectives who allegedly 
tortured him into confessing. 

“They’ll get what they got coming,” 
Tillman told reporters in the Cook County 
Criminal Courts Building. “The system will 
do to them what they did to me.” 

Tillman stood in borrowed clothes and 
nervously fidgeted with a black stocking cap 
as he addressed the news media moments 
after special prosecutors dropped charges 
against him for the 1986 slaying and rape of 
Betty Howard in an abandoned South Side 
apartment. 


He is the latest longtime inmate to be 
freed because of allegations of torture by 
detectives under disgraced former Chicago 
Police Commander Jon Burge. 

In court papers, special prosecutors 
brought in to handle the case said that if 
Tillman were retried, the state would be 
unable to disprove the confession had been 
coerced. And there wasn’t enough other reli- 
able evidence to convict him of the murder, 
they said. 

The special prosecutors went on to acknowl- 
edge evidence of “a pattern and practice of 
abuse” at Area 2 police headquarters under 
Burge and his detectives— which Tillman’s 
lawyers heralded as a first for the state. 

“In 35 years — starting with Richard Daley, 


Richard Devine, LisaMadigan— no prosecu- 
tor in charge of these cases has ever conceded 
that a man was tortured or abused at Area 2,” 
attorney Flint Taylor, who has handled numer- 
ous Burge-related cases, said outside court. 

A Madigan spokeswoman defended her 
office’s handling of some of the Burge-relat- 
ed prosecutions, noting that six inmates 
have been freed in recent years after a care- 
ful analysis of their cases. 

Howard, a single mother, had left for a 
birthday party for her 2-year-old son when 
they were abducted in their apartment build- 
ing and taken to a vacant unit. The boy was 
locked in a nearby bathroom as his mother 
was tied to a radiator, sexually assaulted, 
stabbed and shot.

2nd CTA derailment 
since December 
leaves two injured

Two passengers suffered minor injuries early Thursday when 
a CTA Red Line train derailed in the subway at the Roosevelt 
Road station. 

Trains were rerouted to Loop elevated tracks for about 4 1/2 
hours. Service in the subway resumed at 5:47 a.m. after the train 
was removed and the track inspected for any damage. 

The northbound train with roughly 20 passengers was 
stopped near Roosevelt when it started moving again and hit a 
switch and derailed, officials said. CTA spokeswoman Noelle 
Gaffney could not confirm the cause. 

The operator of the four-car train will not be driving one 
pending the conclusion of the investigation into the derailment, 
CTA officials said. They said the investigation will include drug 
testing, which is standard procedure. 

At the time of the derailment, all trains were moving on a 
single southbound track because of maintenance work. 

It was the second CTA derailment in little more than a 
month. Four CTA employees were fired after a Green Line 
train derailed Dec. 12 at the 59th Street junction when a stop 
signal was ignored. No one was seriously injured in that event. 

At about 1:15 a.m. Thursday, the second of a train’s four cars 
jumped up onto a walkway, just before the station’s waiting area 
at the Roosevelt station, with the front and rear cars still on 
the tracks, according to officials. The cars, however, remained 
connected to one another, they said. 

The two injured passengers, both men, were taken to 
Northwestern Memorial Hospital for “bumps and bruises,” 
officials said. 

Chicago men indicted 
in Mumbai terror case

Two Chicago men were indictedThursday in connection with the 
November 2008 terror assault in Mumbai and a plot to attack a 
Danish newspaper. 

The indictment formally links Tahawwur Rana to the 
Mumbai attacks for the first time. Rana’s co-defendant, David 
Coleman Headley, was previously charged with helping to plan 
that attack. The charges alleged he traveled to India to scout 
out hotels, a bus station and other targets under the guise of 
traveling on behalf of Rana’s immigration business. 

Both were charged late last year with planning to attack 
the Jyllands-Posten newspaper in Copenhagen and kill an 
artist responsible for controversial cartoons of the Prophet 
Muhammad that enraged much of the Muslim world. 

The new indictment charged Rana with providing material 
support in preparation for carrying out the Mumbai attack, 
which has been blamed on the Pakistani terrorist group 
Lashkar-e-Taiba. 

The indictment alleged that Rana was told of Headley’s trip to 
India in 2006 and that he gave Headley approval to travel there 
and open a Mumbai office of his First "World Immigration as cover 
for his activities. Rana also allegedly directed the preparation of 
Headley’s paperwork and advised Headley on getting a Visa.

Five people were injured, including two firefighters and a 
man who jumped from his fifth-floor apartment. 

Hector Argueta, who lives in a neighboring building, said he 
ran out to the gangway after being awakened by the fire and 
saw “an older guy” jump from the top floor. 

The man fell to the ground and was immediately surround- 
ed by fire personnel, who got him on a stretcher and into an 
ambulance, he said. 

The fire began about 12:15 p-tti., and firefighters immedi- 
ately set up ladders against the front and back of the build- 
ing to evacuate the upper floors, according to Chicago Fire 
Department spokesman Quention Curtis. 

The fire spread from the fifth-floor hallway to an apartment, 
and was beginning to spread to the fourth floor. District Chief 
Patrick Malone said. The hallway— where the man was found 
dead— was engulfed in flames when fire crews responded.

NEW YORK Months after the crash, 
Doreen Welsh had a panic attack when 
she inhaled a little water in the shower. 
Anastasia Sosa no longer finds swimming 
fim— it feels too much like survival training. 
And Jorge Morgado can’t bring himself to get 
back on a plane. 

A year after the 155 people aboard the 
crippled US Airways Flight 1549 survived a 
splash-landing on the frigid Hudson River, 
some are suffering the psychological afteref- 
fects of their terrifying descent and harrow- 
ing evacuation. 

While many have spoken of a newfound 
appreciation for life and a focus on family, 
some also are struggling to regain their bal- 


ance emotionally 

“It was a real breaking point for me,” said 
Sosa, who believed her husband and two 
young children would die with her. 

In what became known as the Miracle 
on the Hudson, Capt. Chesley “Sully” 
Sullenberger deftly put his Airbus A320 down 
in the river on Jan. 15, 2009, after a collision 
with a flock of birds disabled the aircraft’s 
engines. 

On Friday, the anniversary, Sullenberger 
and some of the survivors will take a boat 
out to the place where they were pulled 
soaked and freezing from the water, and at 
the moment of impact they will raise their 
glasses in a toast. 



APPRECIATION FOR LIFE 

Many survivors, including Mark Hood, 
speak mostly about the positive outlook 
they gained from their brush with death. In 
the past year, the Charlotte, N.C., salesman 
has spoken to more than 50 church and 
civic groups about the experience. “There is 
really, really nothing in life to fear,” he said.

China digs

Jiang Tu, without mentioning Google 
by name, said Beijing prohibits e- 
mail hacking, another issue cited by 
the company She was responding to 
questions about Google at a regular 
ministry briefing. 

“China’s Internet is open,” Jiang 
said. “China welcomes international 
Internet enterprises to conduct busi- 
ness in China according to law.” 

Google Inc. said Tuesday it would 
stop censoring search results in China 
and might shut down its China-based 
google.cn site, citing attempts to 
break into accounts on its Gmail ser- 
vice used by human rights activists. 

Jiang gave no indication whether 
the government had talked with 
Google. The state Xinhua News 
Agency earlier said officials were 
seeking more information about its 
announcement.

1,3 million viewers, according to The Nielsen 
Company, which measures ratings. 

That means “Jersey Shore” had more viewers 
than the most-watched episode of “The Hills” 
this past season. But it’s nowhere near, say, the 
29,9 estimated viewers who tuned in for this 
season’s ‘American Idol” premiere Tuesday, The 
Nielsen Company said. 

Why are we so obsessed with “Jersey 
Shore?” 

“I like a lot of reality TV, but these people are 
beyond-belief awesome from the point of view 
that it makes me feel good about myself,” said 
Danny Ashare, 26, a media planner who lives in 
Lakeview “It’s like abetter version of ‘The Real 
World,’ you know?” 

The cast of seven tanned party animals is 
notorious for fighting, fist pumping on the 
dance floor, and using the F-words: “freakin’ ” 
and, of course, the F-bomb, (There originally 
were eight roommates, but one got kicked off) 
OnThursdays at 9 p,m,, the cast spews hilarious 
one-liners such as this particularly memorable 
quip from Angelina Pivarnick, who got booted 
because she refused to work at the T-shirt shop 
near the cast’s shared beach house: “I’m a bar- 
tender, I do, like, great things,” 

Michael Niederman, chairman of the TV 
department at Columbia College Chicago, calls 
it “a simple freak show fascination,” 

“How far will they go? Ultimately, the bot- 
tom line to all of it is boy, doesn’t this make me 
feel better about my life,” he said. 

Fans are definitely vibin’ the show despite the 
controversy surrounding it, 

UN ICO, an Italian-American service orga- 
nization, is outraged over the cast members 
calling themselves “guidos” and “guidettes,” 
ethnic slurs some find offensive and deroga- 
tory The group also opposes what it says is the 
show’s promotion of violence and stereotypes 
of Italian Americans, Even though Dell and 
Domino’s pulled advertising from the show, 
MTV hasn’t bowed down to the pressure to 
cancel. The network did, however, black out 
part of an episode in which a man punched 
Snooki in the face. 


Danielle Harris, 28, of Roseland, said she can 
understand why people would be offended by 
the show 

“They’re young, obnoxious people who drink 
all the time, and I don’t think that’s fair to the 
Italian community,” said Harris, a student and 
retail assistant manager. She said she’s grown 
tired of people being famous not because they 
possess any talent. “People get rewarded for 
being ignorant,” she said. 

But all the controversy hasn’t negatively 
affected the popularity of the “Jersey Shore”- 
-just the opposite, said Robert Thompson, 
director of the Bleier Center for Television and 
Popular Culture at Syracuse University 

“The things the show is being accused 
of— being politically incorrect, being crude 
and being offensive— that’s what this show is 
about,” he said. 

Just because the cast is saying offensive 
things or behaving badly doesn’t mean viewers 
are insensitive or condone it, Thompson said. 
Viewers are watching because the stories are 
compelling and the show gives them a feeling 
of superiority, he said, 

“By all rational measures, this stuff is really 
stupid, but it’s such masterpiece stupidity,” he 
said. 

Even though each episode is essentially the 
same— often starting out with the cast mem- 
bers sipping on a alcohol-infused concoction 
called Ron-Ron Juice before leaving the house 
for a night of debauchery— viewers can’t seem 
to get enough. 

“It’s funny how they think they’re all 
good looking but they’re not,” said Melissa 
Hernandez, 28, a legal secretary who lives in 
West Lawn, “The fights they get into are hilari- 
ous,” 

What the show has going for it is shock value 
and comic relief, viewers said, 

“It’s trashy TV and I think everybody likes a 
little trashy TV,” Ashare said. 

As “The Situation” would— er, actually, 
did— say: “Tbu can hate on me all you want to, 
but what can you possibly say to someone who 
looks like Rambo pretty much with his shirt

Mysterious accidents suggest a terrifying pattern of violent revenge 
in a pre-WWI Protestant German village. No one can tell if the culprit is tied to the 
local baron, doctor, pastor, farmers or otherwise. Count on the deduction being 
considerably more chilling than a game of “Clue.” 

The verdict: With more complex urgency than “There Will Be Blood,” “The White 
Ribbon” examines the foundations of conflict as the distance between suspicion and 
tragedy grows ever smaller. The persistent ambiguity is a bit of a cheat, and the pacing 
is so deliberate that your anxiety sometimes slips into impatience. But cruelty and 
paranoia breathe down the neck of this nail-biter, which creates biblical horror out of 
peace disturbed.

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Washington a revelation in ‘Book of Eli’

Washington’s titular character wanders 
through a war-ravaged Earth, protecting the 
last extant copy of the Bible from a sadistic 
warlord named Carnegie (Gary Oldman). As 
the cat-and-mouse game unfolds, Washington’s 
trademark magnetism is almost entirely absent, 
replaced by a sullen misanthropy 

“Tbu have Denzel doing something in this 
movie he doesn’t do much— not talking,” says 
co-director Allen Hughes, who with Albert is 


the Detroit-born team known as the Hughes 
brothers (and the non-atheist). 

There’s a decidedly different tint to this 
role. It’s not just in the dialed-down charisma 
but the essence of the character who, instead 
of fighting for secular humanist justice (a 
Denzel specialty) uses religion and scripture 
as a weapon. 

That the actor is a self-professed Christian 
gives the role a life-imitating-art feel. While 
the movie’s religious message is ambiguous— is 
the use of the Bible as a key plot object meant 
to show its sanctity or simply that it can be 
exploited?— “Eli” represents a rare chance for 
Washington. It’s one of the actor’s first parts 
in which he gets the frequent opportunity to 
quote and even improvise lines from the Bible, 
like the one from Corinthians that “we walk by 
faith, not by sight,” which he added because a 
pastor he likes uses it. 

Washington’s presence, in turn, helped get 
the Hugheses— who return with their first 
feature in nine years— over the religion hump. 
“Denzel was the only guy who could solve the 
problem,” Allen Hughes says. “There are a lot 
of Bible quotations, and there’s a certain nobil- 
ity that comes with him that mitigates that.”
